MCKNIGHT KAUFFER

THE BMA MEMORIAL

THAT MACHINE AGAIN 

Beneath rosy pre-Raphaelite nudes in 
Drapers Hall, Air-Marshal Tedder gave 
LMBA medals to the prize winners in 
the City and Guilds exams the other 
day. Pointing out that he was not of the 
view that the “ younger generation is 
not what we were” and that he had 
“nothing against the Welfare State, as 
long as it didn’t develop into something 
for nothing,” he also expressed the 
fear that “ the machine is going to make 
us lose the craftman’s touch.” Just how 
true is that today? Discounting house- 
wives, is it not obvious that, though 
more specialised, men are more 
highly skilled than ever before? In 
mechanical fields only, no doubt. But 
is there anything but sentimental value 
in hand crafts? The view seems par- 
ticularly odd, coming as it does from 
an airman. 


WISE CRACK CURE 

When you put up a building and it 
cracks, the normal drill is to keep 
pretty quiet about it—but not if you 
are that great exception to all norms, 
Charles-Edouard Jeanneret—known to 
some people as Le Corbusier. The little 
house he designed for his parents on 
the shore of Lake Geneva seems to 
have suffered from a trouble which is 
doubtless common to many buildings 
on the edge of water. Its watertight 
cellar tends to float as the water rises, 
and being at one end of Corb’s little 
one-storey house, it has had no diffi- 
culty in hoisting up part of the house. 
The result is serious cracking. The 
cure—and this is typical Corb—is to 
hang the walls of the house with metal 
roof-decking (joins horizontal on one 
side, vertical on the other) so that the 
cracks won’t show. 


* 


And then, if you please, Corb writes 
a book about it. Admittedly that is not 
all there is in this little book about a 
little house* but it is the part that will 
stick in the minds of most moyen sen- 
suel architects. Also in this book is a 
piece of information which is probably 
very significant if one knew what it 
meant—Corb’s mother’s name is Jean- 
neret-Perret. Could it have been an 
accident of family relationship which 
launched Corb into the world of the 
reinforced concrete frame?

THE SUBSTITUTE CONTROL 


S ASTRAGAL prophesied a few weeks ago, building licens- 
ing has ended. The control of building by ministerial 
paper-work has been replaced by control by cost. 

Over the past two years the government have been riding the 
building horse on a gradually loosening rein, and presumably 
it is now supposed that the docile animal will continue on its 
way with no hands on the rein at all. Only quarterly checks 
will be made to ensure that the horse is going in the right 
direction at the right speed. Is the horse well-schooled? 
Or will it kick up rough? And if so, for how long? At the 
moment shortages of materials are only intermittent and 
localized, and the government prophesies that more materials 
will be available next year, notably 100 million more bricks 
and 500,000 more tons of cement. The labour position is not so 
encouraging. There are definite local shortages of labour, not 
always compensated for by increased productivity, and the 
number of people joining the industry is inadequate. 

If the lifting of licensing controls wakes up some sleeping 
clients who demand, and are prepared to pay for, labour and 
materials in order to put up some hitherto neglected types of 
buildings (such as cinemas, theatres, swimming baths, stadia, 
garages, clubs, luxury flats, and hotels) it is almost certain 
that local authority housing and school programmes will suffer 
from acute shortages both of men and materials. Then, unless 
the government intervened, it is hard to see any solution to 
the problem—apart from self-imposed rationing—save that of 
supply and demand. Building materials’ costs will rise and 
so will labour costs, the latter either by openly agreed increases 
in wage rates (an extra 4d. is already being proposed) or by 
concealed bonusing. Builders will go where profits are 
most easily made, and profits are, of course, usually easier to 
come by on luxury building than on cut-to-the-bone housing. 
What we shall all wait to see—with some apprehension—is 
whether there are, in fact, any wealthy clients left to create a 
serious demand for luxury building. 


CRACKS IN THE PROFESSION 


The inaugural address of the RIBA president, C. H. Aslin, 
which was briefly referred to by AstraGAL last week, and is 
reprinted in part on page 579, will bring little comfort to those 
who imagined that Mr. Aslin—a public architect with the 
reputation for enlightened and sympathetic policies for salaried 
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architects—would demand immediate controversial and ex- 
treme action forthwith on the matters he referred to. The 
main points of his address were appeals for unity, loyalty to the 
profession and dedicated service to architecture and its patrons. 
The president is just as aware as anyone else that precipitant 
action over such a matter as a trade union, for example, could 
split the profession not merely in two but into several parts. 
A slow, concealed, but nevertheless real struggle is going on 
between architects in public and private office for representa- 
tion on the Council and the committees of the RIBA. This 
difference in types of architectural practice could, if wise level- 
headed opinions do not prevail—opinions such as those of 
Peter Shepheard which were reported in last week’s JourNaL— 
divide the profession vertically in half. A third, and_pos- 
sibly a fourth, division could be formed horizontally” by 
the formation of a body to look exclusively after the interests 
of salaried members. A fifth division could be formed by the 
unqualified assistants, students, probationers and pupils who 
exist in unknown numbers on the fringes of the. allied societies ; 
they are not architects, but the profession would appear to be 
dependent on them. 
The RIBA Council has come near to precipitating matters by 
issuing a questionnaire about trade unionism. As a result 
everyone is waiting for the RIBA to make a decision. It is 
ironical that no decision based on the return of the question- 
naires can really be accepted. Nearly fifty per cent. of the 
profession did not fill it in, so a guaranteed true picture of the 
views of the profession is not available. 
“A body which has for many years, fixed the remuneration 
due to private architects should at the same time have some 
machinery which could consider, in relation to the scale of 
fees, the salaries of members who may never become private 
practising architects.” These are the lines on which Mr. 
Aslin wishes to see this union problem approached. His 
remark does not, on the face of it, mean much. But underpaid 
assistants in local authority and private offices will accept 
vagueness of policy on this issue for the time being, provided 
they can be assured that the RIBA is giving sympathetic 
and farsighted consideration to the dozens of other prob- 
lems which multiply with the growth of the profession. Slow 
progress is usually forgiven—-so ‘long as it is sure.

LMBA 
Arbitration Tribunal 


When a builder has a dispute with his 
operatives, he knows exactly what to do. 
He invokes the building industry’s concilia- 
tion machinery; it is used every day all over 
the country. But when a dispute arises with 
a client, what then? He can, of course, go 
to law, which will probably cost a lot of 
money. He can come to an amicable agree- 
ment. Or, as is usually laid down in the 
contract, he can take it to an Arbitration 
Tribunal. How does a tribunal work? 

Three years ago the LMBA, with the co- 
operation of the Institute of Arbitrators, 
staged a mock arbitration at the RIBA. It 
was packed out, and applications for tickets 
would have filled the hall four times over. 
Recently the LMBA repeated the pro- 


gramme, with a different cast and problem, 
and the result was the same—a complete 
sell-out and hundreds turned away dis- 
appointed. 

This case arose out of a_ dispute 
between the owner of a boys’ preparatory 
school and the builder who had carried out 
some alterations for him. The arbitrator 
was E. D. Jefferiss Matthews, and the 
parts of the architect and the builder were 
taken by P. V. Burnett and A. W. Yeomans, 
respectively. The “ building owner” was 
R. E, Stenning, Secretary of the LMBA. 
Counsel were J. Fox-Andrews, Barrister-at- 
law, for the claimant, and Macnair, 
Barrister-at-law, for the respondent. 

Mr. Yeomans batted stolidly. He knew 
all the answers. The headmaster disdain- 
fully rejected the idea that he should have 
read the contract before signing it, and one 
of the clauses, which had not been com- 
pleted, was overlooked, both ‘by him and by 
the architect. It had to be thus for the 


sake of the evening’s entertainment, but one 
wondered how often similar things happen 
in actual hfe. 

Mr. Stenning will no doubt hear more of 
his denunciations of builders and their ways 
and of the doubtful habits of building 
trades operatives, who spend all their time 
drinking tea and playing cards, when he 
next goes to a Disputes Commission. Mr. 
Yeomans and Mr. Burnett each had cracks 
at the other’s occupation. 

In place of the usual fortnight during 
which the arbitrator considers his award, 
which he submits in writing, to the parties 
concerned, the coffee interval of a quarter 
of an hour was “deemed” to mark the 
passing of time and the arbitrator delivered 
his judgment verbally. It was a complete 
vindication of the builder and his men, and 
a rejection of the “ fantastic” claim by the 
unfortunate headmaster, though he was 
awarded a small sum as compensation for 
inconvenience and unforeseen costs

The President Talks about 
Trade Unions 


In his inaugural address as the RIBA Presi- 
dent (at the RIBA, 66, Portland Place, W.1, 
on November 2), C. H. Aslin had something 
to say about the architects’ trade union 
controversy. 


“You may know,” he said, “that recently 
we have been concerned with a movement 
either to give the Royal Institute the char- 
acter of a trade union, or to form such a 
union under the wing of the Institute, leaving 
the Institute to exercise its ancient function 
as a learned society. The feeling was said 
to be so strong that the Council caused a 
questionnaire to be sent out to all members 


and Students. The question ‘Do you wish 
to have a trade union able to look after your 
financial and other interests’ was answered 
by a comparatively small proportion in the 
affirmative. The problem of setting up such 
a body within the framework of the RIBA is 
obvious'y very difficult, and not the least of 
the difficulties is the fact that the Royal 
Institute is made up of members who are 
employers and large numbers of others who 
are employees. If we are not careful we 
should have an organization which sup- 
ported one section of members to the dis- 
advantage of the others, and before long we 
might indeed have a variety of organiza- 
tions in some sense antagonistic to each 
other formed within the RIBA. 

“There seems to me to be every reason why 
such a body should not be set up, but on 
the other hand it seems logical to suppose 
that a body which has, for many years, fixed 
the remuneration due to private architects, 
should at the same time have some 


machinery which could consider in relation 
to the Scale of Fees the salaries of members 
who may never become private practising 
architects, and I think it is on these lines 
that the problem might be approached. You 
might say that this is a long term policy. 
I think it should be, whatever methods are 
adopted; and I am quite certain that none 
can produce quick results. I think it was 
Francis Bacon who said ‘I hold every man a 
debtor to his own profession’; that state- 
ment is certainly true in connection with the 
profession of architecture, and whereas we 
should all support the view that the archi- 
tect should be reasonably paid, I think it to 
be eminently true that the first charge on the 
architect is his adherence to the profession 
which he serves. In short, I believe that the 
suggestion that any form of trade union 
should be set up, whose sole concern is with 
the remuneration of the architect, is a bad 
one: the matter should be approached from 
a much wider angle, and in such a way that 
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a learned society can properly look after its 
members without in any way detracting from 
its proper functions.” 


Mr. As‘in also had the following to say 
about education: 


“Whereas at the beginning of the century 
by far the greatest part of all commissions 
was undertaken by private practitioners, at 
the present time the position is becoming 
reversed; indeed 50 years ago the profes- 
sion was roughly divided into two parts, 
viz.: qualified architects who carried on 
practices, and a large number of people who 
were known as architectural assistants, whose 
knowledge was gained by practice, and who, 
having no prospects of becoming practi- 
tioners in their own right, were content to 
accept posts as assistants to architects, with 
no thought of doing anything else. The posi- 
tion now, however, is vastly different, and all 
young architects enter the profession fully 
qualified by examination. They are able to 
act in their various degrees as fully qualified 
members of the profession from the moment 
they go into an office. Their training and 
ability are naturally quite different from 
those of persons in the past who were con- 
tent to act as assistants to qualified architects. 
This fact creates a new problem in the pro- 
fession as to how they should be remun- 
erated. It is quite clear that none but a small 
proportion of the architects who enter local 
government service can hope to attain the 
better and more responsible posts largely 
because there are not enough of them, and it 
is equally clear that by virtue of their train- 
ing and qualities they ought to be paid at a 
higher rate than that which has, in the past, 
been offered to the assistants working solely 
under the direction of qualified architects. 
Some method must be discovered of properly 
rewarding architects in this new pattern. It 
is generally accepted that nothing is perma- 
nent, but this pattern appears to have come 
to stay, because we are now living in a com- 
munity which is largely controlled by a cen- 
tral government, and it is difficult to believe 
that in a reasonably short space of time we 
shall get back into an economy which is 
largely controlled by private enterprise. 


“You might think that a!] this has little to 
do with architectural education, but I think 
you will agree that the method which was 
largely in force 50 years ago will not do 
under present conditions. In the past, most 
architects who were trained were articled to 
practising architects. They grew up, as it 
were, and had no formal intellectual train- 
ing. This pattern gradually gave way to 
training in schools of architecture some of 
which are attached to Universities, and at 
the present moment there are about 43 of 
these at home and in the Commonwealth, 
recognized by the Royal Institute. The result 
is that, though highly imaginative training is 
given to the student; and he is, I be ieve, 
better equipped to carry out his duties than 
the student trained in an office; he is lament- 
ably out of touch with practical building. I 
believe we have gone to the other end of the 
scale, and that some method must be found 
of combining the practical experience which 
the former pupil obtained, with the theoreti- 
cal training the student now obtains at his 
school of architecture. I am not suggesting a 
remedy, but merely pointing out that the 
time has come for a deep consideration of 
this problem, and indeed you will be aware 
that the matter is already receiving the atten- 
tion of the Royal Institute.” 


Mr. As’‘in concluded by talking about pre- 
fabrication. ‘“* By prefabrication,” he said, 
“T mean the production of standard units 
of building such as walls, bases, doors, win- 
dows, wall blocks, roof blocks, and indeed 
anything which can be made in a factory: I 
do not mean the production of whole units 
of buildings such as sheds, houses, school- 
rooms, etc., sold as a standard answer to any 
given problem. 


“Those people who are not in sympathy 
with this approach to present-day architec- 


ture are inclined to imagine that tradition 
stopped with the normal methods of building 
with bricks, stone, and reinforced concrete 
in situ, and tradition is only carried on by 
using the same methods as in the past. My 
view, however, is that this method is a tradi- 
tion continuing from the past, and in spite of 
the danger of prophecy, I suggest that it may 
well be the appropriate method of a machine 
age of production. Up to the moment it has 
only been fostered by local authorities with 
large and continuing programmes, but I 
believe that before long we shall have so 
many manufacturers making components 
that it will be quite simple for an individual 
architect with an individual job to use any of 
these materials which will be manufactured 
for sale, either in large or sma‘l quantities, 
after they have been established by the large 
buyer. In other words, I think it has taken 
too strong a hold to be dislodged, and it is 
an unwise thing for those people who think it 
is a passing phase, to wait for the time, which 
I think will never arise. when a return can be 
made from this excursion. to bricks, and 
stone, and mortar. One thing which I am 
sure will prevent it is the changed outlook 
on design. In the not very recent past some 
architects designed from outside, inwards. 
They built in a pattern in what was then con- 
sidered to be an appropriate manner, and 
fitted in the rooms which they hoped would 
satisfy the inhabitants; though, if they did 
not, it was of less importance to them than 
that the structure as a whole should present 
an imposing pattern. The method nowadays, 
which is being more and more accepted, is 
that the architect should supply his c ient's 
needs, whether for a house, school, factory, 
or any other building, and having satisfied 
that demand he must produce a structure of 
architectural quality. One of the things 
which, in my opinion, is bound to provide 
the appropriate answer, is that we are getting 
much greater co-operation between the 
client, architect, and engineer, and indeed 
with everyone concerned with the build- 
ing, than we did formerly.” 


Nigel Birch, Minister of Works, proposing 
a vote of thanks to the President, pointed out 
that C. H. Aslin was the first president for 
some time who was architect to a local 
authority. Commenting on the removal of 
licensing, which had been announced that 
afternoon in the House of Commons, Nigel 
Birch said that it still left plenty of hoops 
for architects to jump through. The govern- 
ment was determined to prevent over- or 
under-loading the industry. Seconding the 
vote of thanks, Brig. E. H. L. Beddington, 
Chairman of the Herts. C C suggested that 
the scope for private architects was narrow 
ing, and that ambitious men should work for 
local authorities and try to raise their stan- 
dards. He also pleaded that architects should 
not build too permanently. 


The President then called on Glenn Stanton, 

of Oregon, a representative of the AIA and 
an Honorary corresponding member of the 
US, to speak. He asked architects to come to 
Washington in May, 1957, to celebrate the 
AIA’s centenary. Sir A. G. Stephenson, of 
Australia, next spoke, and described at length 
and with emotion the presentation to him by 
the Queen of the Royal Gold Medal. He 
conc'uded by appealing to representatives of 
the RIBA to go now to Australia, New 
Zealand, Malaya and, “in time,” South 
Africa. “This institute,” he said, “is our 
principal guidance and pride, so a visitation 
must go to these southern lands.” 


The President then unveiled the portrait of 
the Past-President, Sir Howard Robertson, 
who spoke briefly, followed by the artist, 
Rodrigo Moynihan. After this, the London 
Architecture Bronze Medal was presented to 
A. H. Devereux and W. Davies 
for their design for a new _ out-patients 
building at St. James’s Hospital, Balham. 
Both architects in turn described the 
building, and comments were then made by 
a representative of the client and by Marshall 
Andrew, the contractor.

“ Advisory Committee 
Needed” 


In a provocative paper which he read at the 
recent Conference of National Housing &

F. B. Pooley suggested that we were at the 
end of a period of planning which had 
achieved some worthwhile development, but 
that planning was now becoming more con- 
cerned with ancillary matters rather than 
with the production of a beautiful and con- 
venient town and countryside. It was a 
tragedy, he said, to see so much bad develop- 
ment—blessed by planning authorities— 
going up to-day. Something had to be done 
about it—otherwise planning would lose 
public support and would fail. Mr. Pooley 
suggested the setting up of a Central P anning 
Advisory Committee to advise the Minister,

support on its north wall for a future building 
frontage. 


PLAN.—The Corporation required that the super- 
structure should be 60 ft. high to roof level on the 
Broadgate frontage, but this was allowed to be 
raised by 3 ft. during the design stage. Extensions of 
the basement on its west side were also allowed to 
accommodate service connections between basement 
and the main store. The clients required that 
engineering services, receiving and despatch should 
be situated in the basements and sales, stock and 
offices in the superstructure. The sub-basement 
includes a turning space for despatch vehicles at 
the tunnel end ; the remainder of it is divided into 
despatch areas and services. The basement is used 
for goods receiving and, owing to the fall of the 
ground, only occupies about two-thirds of the sub- 
basement area. All goods and staff lifts, staff 
cloakrooms and lavatories and all main service 
shafts are concentrated in the area of overlap of the 
two sites.

sales floors extending over the whole site, with only 
four central supports around the escalators and very 
deep trusses. This scheme was rejected on the 
grounds that it would probably be difficult to super- 
vise and handle stock and that this would offset 
the advantages of flexibility. The architects and 
engineers decided to use sales floors of mushroom 
construction beside stock floors (see diagram below). 
The final scheme has five sales floors, two at 
street level, and a stock building 1 the east side, of 
equal height, but containing seven floors. The 
tower at the north-east corner of the shop rises 
104 ft. above the pavement and contains tanks, 
main fans, lift motors, goods and staff lifts, stairs, 
service ducts and lavatories. The sales floors vary 
in area from 20,000 sq. ft. to 23,000 sq. ft. because 


sales areas extend into the mezzanine levels of the 
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Fourth floor mezzanine plan 
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stock area. A penthouse containing staff public 
restaurants and kitchens was planned, but has not 
yet been built, and a self-service restaurant has been 
provided instead on the lower ground floor.

This Sheet describes Prefatile roofing tiles which are 
manufactured from aluminium alloy and may be 
used on any pitch from 9° upwards. 


General 

The method of fixing the tiles is such that no bolts 
or other fixings pierce the finished roof surface, 
but the tiles are so securely anchored that they will 
not strip in very high winds. The simplicity of the 
fixing method, together with the light weight of the 
components, makes it possible to lay 8 to 10 sq. yd. 
per man-hour. Prefatile may be used to replace 
existing roof covering and can be applied readily to 
hips, valleys and curved surfaces. Damaged tiles can 
be removed and replaced very easily and if necessary 
the whole roof may be demounted and the com- 
ponents re-used. 


Material and Components 

The tiles and fittings are of light aluminium alloy, 
selected for its high resistance to atmospheric attack. 
The tiles, ridge or hip capping, and verge and eaves 
trims, have a 0-1% proof stress of approximately 
8-5 tons/sq. in. Valley flashing is supplied in the 
annealed form for ease of working. 


Tiles : The tiles are 2 ft. 23 in. wide (effective width, 
2 ft. O in.) by 1 ft. 64% in. deep (effective depth, 
1 ft. 6 in.) in 24 or 26 s.w.g. material. Each tile has 
three main corrugations with smaller stiffening ribs 
between. The top edge of the tile is bent over and 
the lower edge bent under for engaging in adjacent 
tiles and fixing clips. Special tiles are available for 
the ridge and eaves courses, the corrugations being 
faded out towards the upper end on the former and 
the lower end on the latter. 

Fixing clips : These are flat strips 23 in. long by 1 in. 
wide in 26 s.w.g. Each is pierced with two nail 
holes and may be bent to the required shape as shown 
on the face of the Sheet (normally only one nail is 
required for fixing). Two clips are provided to each 
tile. 

Ridge or hip capping : This is in lengths of 4 ft. 0 in. 
in 26 s.w.g. with ends turned over to engage in 
adjacent sections, on the same principle as that used 
for the tiles. 

Verge trim: This is of 26 s.w.g. material in lengths 
of 6 ft. 6 in. 

Eaves trim: Supplied in rolls of any length or flat 
strips 6 ft. 6 in. long, this is 4 in. wide in 26 s.w.g. 


Valley flashing: This is supplied in rolls of any 
length, 1 ft. 10 in. wide and in 26 s.w.g.

Fixing 

1 in. by 14 in. timber battens at 1 ft. 6 in. centres 
should be provided for the tiles, on rafters at 2 ft. 0 in. 
centres. Each tile is held at the top by two fixing 
clips which tuck into the fold in the tile and are then 
bent downwards and nailed to the tiling batten. 
The tile of the next course is then also fitted into the 
fold. The tiles are designed to “‘ break joint ” along 
the length of the roof, each being offset by the width 
of half a tile from the course beneath. The isometric 
sketch on the face of the Sheet illustrates the fixing 
of the tiles and the treatment at ridge and eaves : 
a detail of the fixing clip is shown. 

The lower drawings show how the tiles are adapted at 
hips, verges, abutments and valleys. Prefatiles may 
also be laid on straw slabs, chipboard, timber 
boarding, woodwool slabs or concrete that will take 
nails. Insulating materials may be incorporated 
without difficulty in a Prefatile roof. 


Finish 

Owing to the resistance to atmospheric attack of the 
alloy from which Prefatile is made, protective treat- 
ment is unnecessary. 

The high reflectivity of aluminium gives the roof an 
inherent heat-insulating value. Where the bright 
finish is not desired, however, the material may be 
treated to dull or colour the surface.

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27.Z1 ANTI-VIBRATION MOUNTINGS 


This Sheet deals with the application of rubber for 
isolating machinery and fittings to eliminate or reduce 
the effects of vibration. Typical methods are 
described and a selection is given from the wide range 
of mountings available for different applications. 


General 


Vibration from machinery that is rigidly mounted 
can cause damage to the building in which it is housed, 
to adjoining property and to any sensitive equipment 
nearby. It is also detrimental to the comfort, and 
therefore to the output, of workers. Machinery of 
almost any size and weight can be effectively isolated 
on rubber. The following notes serve as a guide to 


“this subject, although the choice of mountings should 


always be left in the hands of a specialist. 


Methods 


The following three methods of isolation using 
rubber are possible. 


Pads: These are entirely of rubber, specially designed, 
and treated to withstand the effects of oil, light and 
atmospheric changes. No fixing of any kind is 
Tequired, and the pads may be used for mounting 
machines on stone, concrete, wood or composition 
floors. 


Carpet mountings: These are used when the machine 
is mounted on a concrete foundation block and 
isolate the whole mass from the surrounding structure, 
as shown in the drawing on the face of the Sheet 
under Typical Arrangements. The gap at floor level 
between the foundation block and the structure is 
closed by a strip of flexible material. The mountings 
are moulded in rubber, the composition of which can 
be modified in stiffness according to the load to be 
carried. Two or three layers of carpet may be used 
to extend the range of vibration frequencies normally 
provided for. 


Bonded rubber mountings: These are composite units 
of rubber bonded to metal and there are numerous 
designs available for mounting equipment of many 
types and sizes, covering a wide range of operating 
speeds. They are fixed to the machine and to the 
structure so that massive foundations can be reduced 
or in some cases dispensed with. This means that 
machinery can be located on upper floors if desired, 
thus removing limitations on its siting. 

The largest of the mountings will each carry up 
to 3 tons and loads of 60 tons or more can be sup- 
ported when the requisite number of mountings is 
provided. Overhead mounting is also possible. 
Any links between the machinery and fixed points 
must be made through flexible rubber connections. 
The rubber is protected to ensure long life and 


maximum efficiency to the mounting. 


Applications 


Pads: These may be used for mounting machines 
driven by line-shaft or individual motors, e.g. textile 
looms, printing presses, etc. 


Carpet mountings: Suitable for heavy machines such 
as compressors, power hammers and presses, etc.; 
also for such equipment as generating plant and roll 
grinders. 


Bonded rubber mountings: Types of these are avail- 
able for mounting power presses, compressors, diesel 
generators, textile machinery, laundry equipment, 
machine tools, etc., and many types of scientific 
instrument and sensitive mechanism. The foundation 
plug is used with slow speed machinery. such as a power 
press. Bollards are particularly suitable where easy 
fixing for quick release is required, as in inspection 
panels, covers, etc. For the mounting of control 
panels, recording instruments, radio components, 
etc., a whole range of smaller units, such as coupling 
and panel type mountings, is obtainable. Mountings 
built up from standard rolled steel sections are 
also made for mounting machinery and equipment 
of all weights. The drawings on the face of the 
Sheet are intended to give an idea of the range 
covered. 


Enquiries 
The following information should always accompany 


enquiries for any specific application of rubber 
mountings: 


Type and make of machine to be mounted. 

Height and approximate centre of gravity. 

Details of drive and direction. 

Total weight and distribution of load over base. 
Maximum and minimum operating speeds. 

f. Details of foundation on which it is to be installed, 
e.g. wood, concrete, steel, etc. 

g. Drawings, if possible.

There is a soil mechanics laboratory on the ground 
floor and on the first floor provision is made for 
four conference rooms, each divided by sliding- 
folding doors which, when opened, allow sufficient 
space fora small cinema.

CONSTRUCTION.—Although the building was 
originally designed as a brick load-bearing structure, 
an anticipated shortage of bricks caused a change to 
a reinforced-concrete frame with brick facings. 
Floors are of prestressed concrete construction, 
spanning from the external wall beams to the 
corridor beams. Corridors are of im situ rc. con- 
struction supported on columns on each side and 
forming rigid central spines throughout the building. 
The roof of the central area is supported on cranked 
beams, linked by a r.c. gutter,end columns. The 
gutter forms a ring beam and the whole structure is 
independent of the remainder of the building. 
Spandrel panels below windows consist of a specially 
designed precast r.c. slab 2 in. thick with 2 in. by 
3 in. wide ribs at the back at 3 ft. 6 in. centres. 
Each slab was cast in one piece and measures

The constructional feature of the ceiling panels 
was a core of 14” compressed granulated cork 
slab bonded on both sides to sheet Aluminium, 
the underside sheet being perforated to provide 
sound absorption. A synthetic resin adhesive 
was used which would, in fact, withstand 
immersion in boiling water. The size of each 
panel was 3’ 10” x 3’ 10” and the metal was 
turned over on all edges to make a seal. They 
were grooved for fixing with “Armourply” 
strips, 2” wide, to make up the 4’ module. 

The panels were designed to be demount- 
able to give easy access to the main services 
running in the depth of the floor.

EARTH LEAKAGE SOCKETS 


The photograph below shows the new Sie- 
mens “ Safe-trip ” socket, in which an earth 
leakage circuit breaker controls a 13-amp. 
(BS 1363) shuttered socket. The’ circuit 
breaker is operated by on and off push 
buttons and a test button is also provided 
for tripping the breaker electrically. The 
fact that the breaker is tripped by earth 
leakage currents makes it particularly suit- 
able for portable appliances such as irons, 
kettles, or small powered tools. Price is 
37s. (Siemens Electric Lamps & Supplies 
Ltd., 38/39, Upper Thames Street, London,

ELECTRIC FIRES 


Two simple electric fires by Marsden & 
Bateson seem worthy of notice. Both are 
2-Kw. models, one an inset type for use with 
a slabbed-up tile or other surround, the 
other a wall-mounting model. List prices 
are 54s. 8d. and 62s. 6d., plus purchase tax 
of 20s. and 23s. Both models have the 
regulation guards and a pair of switches for 
the elements; finish is stove enamel. The 
inset model needs no setting frame, and has 
clips which fix it into any 12-in. square 
opening.

PRICE REDUCTION 


Nowadays almost any change in price is 
nearly always upwards, and any reduction 
may therefore be welcomed with a minor 
flourish of trumpets.

price of 11s. a square yard for the 24 in.

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NEW WASHING MACHINE 


The Parkinson Stove Co. have just marketed 
a new gas-heated washing machine which 
has a maximum capacity of 44 to 5 Ib. of 
clothes. The chief point of interest about 
the new model is that it has no mechanical 
agitator. Movement of the clothes is pro- 
duced by water jets directed downwards at 
the back of the tub. An electrically-driven 
pump draws water through a grid at the 
bottom of the tub and supplies the jets, and 
also serves to empty the machine. There is 
also a 10-in. gear-driven wringer which can 
be folded away inside the washer. Height 
is 30} in. so that the machine can be 
stored under the draining board. Price is 
about £57, but varies slightly according to 
the Gas Board area in which it is bought:
